The morning lecture by Secre¬ 
tary McKeen on “Farm Fertiliz¬ 
ers,” was well received and the 
questions which followed in quick 
succession filled the time until the 
noon hour made it necessary to 
adjourn while the wants of the 
inner man were satisfied.

G, M. Gowell in the afternoon to 
listen to his lecture on “Breeding 
for Beef and the Dairy.”

Gowell is an easy, entertainiug 
speaker and illustrated his words 
by means of charts drawn from 
life, showing different types of 
cows, from the square, blocky beef 
form to the wedgeshaped, intelli¬ 
gent looking dairy animal, con¬ 
trasted with a sample of the old 
New England stock. No one who 
followed him in his description 
could help gaining some new 
ideas in regard to selecting ani¬ 
mals for the different kinds of 
work to which the owner might be 
inclined. 

Dr. Harris’ lecture in the even¬ 
ing was the best attended of any 
of the sessions. While some were 
a little disappointed in the nature 
of his talk about the University of 
Maine, others were much pleased 
at his descriptions which were il¬ 
lustrated throughout by a stereop- 
ticon.

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MOTHS IN CARPETS. 

How to Kill the Pests—Care ot Floor 
Coverings. 

If you fear that they are at work at 
the edge of the carpet, It will 'some¬ 
times suffice to lay a wet towel and 
press a flatiron over it, but the best 
way is to take the carpet up and clean 
it and give careful attention to the 
floor. Look in the cracks, and if you 
discover signs of moths wash the floor 
with benzine and scatter red pepper on 
it before putting the carpet lining 
down. 

Heavy carpets sometimes do not re¬ 
quire taking up every year unless in 
constant use. Loosen the edges, fold 
the carpets back, wash the floor in 
strong suds, with a tablespoonful of 
borax dissolved in them. Dash with 
insect powder or lay with tobacco 
leaves along the edge and retack the 
carpet, or use turpentine, the enemy 
of buffalo moths, carpet worms and 
other insects that injure and destroy 
carpets. Mix the turpentine with pure 
water in the proportion of three table- 
spoonfuls to three quarts of water and 
then, after the carpet has been well 
swept, go over each breadth carefully 
with a sponge dipped in a solution and 
wrutip nearly dry. Change the water 
as often as it becomes dirty. The car¬ 
pet will be nicely cleaned, as well as 
disinfected. All moths can be kept 
away and the eggs destroyed l»y this; 
meaiis. Spots may be removed and 
renovated by the use of ox gall or afc- 
monia and water. 

A good way to brighten a carpet is to 
put half a tumbler of spirits of turpen¬ 
tine iu a baain of water and dip your 
broom in it and sweep over the carpet 
once or twice, aud it will restore the 
color aud brighten It up until you 
would think it new. Another good w'ay 
to clean old carpets is to rub them over 
with meal. .Tust dampen it a very lit¬ 
tle and rub the carpet with it, and 
when perfectly dry sweep over the 
meal. After a carpet is thoroughly 
swept rub it with a cloth dipped in wa¬ 
ter and ammonia. It will brighten the 
colors aud make it look like new.—Phil¬ 
adelphia Times. 

Going to Bed Hungry, 

It is a mistake to suppose that it is 
never good to eat before sleeping. Many 
an hour of sleeplessness may be avoided 
by nibbliug a biscuit at bedttme. All ani¬ 
mals except man eat before sleeping, and 
there is no reason why man should form 
an exception to the rule. 

Fasting during the long interval be¬ 
tween supper and breakfast and especial¬ 
ly complete emptiness of the stomach 
during sleep add greatly to the amount of 
emaciation, sleeplessness and general 
weakness so often met with. It is well 
known that iu the body there is a perpet¬ 
ual disintegration of tissue, sleeping or 
waking. It is, therefore, natural to be¬ 
lieve that the supply of nourishment 
should be somewhat continuous, especialr 
ly in those in whom the vitality is low¬ 
ered. 

As bodily exercise is suspended during 
sleep, with wear and tear corresponding¬ 
ly diminished, while digestion, assimila¬ 
tion ntul nutritive activity continue as 
usual, the food furnished during this pe¬ 
riod adds more than is destroyed, and in¬ 
creased weight and improved general 
vigor is the result, says Wotnnn’s Life. 

If the weakly, the emaciated and the 
sleepless were to take nightly a light 
meal of simple, nutritious food before 
going to bed for a prolonged period, they 
would be raised to a better standard of 
health. 

It bns been our experience that after 
digesting a bowl of bread aud milk or a 
saucer of oatmeal before going to bed for 
a few months a surprising increase in 
weight, strength and general tone has re¬ 
sulted.—St. Louis Republic. 

Uses For Salt. 

Common salt rubbed into the roots of 
the hair at night will remove dandruff 
and prevent the hair from coming out, 

A poultice of salt moistened with vine¬ 
gar will quickly alleviate the pain caused 
by the sting of a wasp or bee. ; 

A cup of hot water to which a tea- ! 
spoonful of salt has been added, if taken 
regularly every day before breakfast, 
will be found to strengthen the digestive 
powers. 

Bnthing in strong salt and water will 
be found comforting to aching and this- - 
tered feet. 

Fine table salt makes an excellent 
tooth powder. 

Bathing the eyes frequently with salt j 
and water will he found veiy beneficial " 
when they are Weak or tired.—ITome i

The number of guides in the 
Maine game regions who have 
registered this year amounts to 
1800. With these there are 132 
camp owners who have taken out 
a license for the running of a sport¬ 
ing camp. Twenty non-resident 
guides have been registered, while 
38 trappers and hunters have 
taken out licenses for the pursu¬ 
ance of their business in the 
Maine woods the coming season. 

A prominent Auburn man, ex¬ 
presses his opinion that the work 
of enforcing the prohibitory law in 
Lewiston, is in its infancy, and 
that in a-remarkably short time 
there will be -a noticeable change 
in the sale of liquor in the Spindle 
city. Many of the temperance or¬ 
ganizations in Lewiston and Au¬ 
burn, are discussing the matter at 
their regular meetings and will 
doubtless co-operate with the pres¬ 
ent promoters and force the move¬ 
ment in an effective manner. 

The oldest child of Sanford Lu¬ 
cas, aged two and one-half years, 
of East Buckfleld, was burned so 
Monday that he died in a few 
hours. Mrs. Lucas had built a 
fire in the fireplace and then went 
to get some water about fifteen 
rods from the house. On her re¬ 
turn she found the little boy in the 
next room with his clothes afire 
and nearly burned from him. A 
team was passing, she called for 
help and the tire was immediately 
extinguished. Dr. Heald was 
summoned and all was done for 
the child that was possible. ILo 
lived but a few hours.

it that the swarm enters the hive 
promptly, for if well in there is much 
less liability of their leaving than when 
a large part are left outside. 

To avoid the second named cause, 
never hive swarms in dirty or musty 
hives. Before the swarming season ar¬ 
rives clean thoroughly every old hive, 
so that all may be ready to put swarms 
into.

Xntlve Bacon Pis. 

A Georgia correspondent of the Ohio 
Farmer states that there are several 
large farms in his section devoted to 
raising wild southern hogs for bacon. 
These are hogs possessing the same 
characteristics as those from which 
the Smithfield ham of southern Vir¬ 
ginia is made and which sells for dou¬ 
ble the price of the best commercial 
hams. They are simply pure bred 
razorbacks that run in the woods un¬ 
til IS months or 2 years old, costing 
their owners nothing during that time, 
then fattened on peas, peanuts, sweet 
potatoes and some corn. At one time 
because of the large demand for the 
Smithfields some of the farmers in 
that section bought in a lot of Berk- 
shires and cured the meat according 
to their usual methods, but the meat 
lacked the tiue flavor of the natives, 
and the experiment was a failure. But 
anywhere in the south where there is 
plenty of timber the native hog can be 
made as profitable to bis owner as the 
Smithfield brother porker, the same 
methods being followed. There are
